Det  ar  ett  Stockholms- 
telegr^m  till  New  York  Times,  vars  nynetst janst  i viss  utsträckning 
delas  av  The  Gazette. 

Tidningen  kommenterar  saken  på  ledande  plats  under  rubri- 
ken "Bombs  over  Sweden".  Den  ger  ett  erkännande  åt  de  svenska  myn- 
digheternas  korrekta  hållning  liksom  åt  den  svenska  allmänhetens  lugna 
hållning.  Samtidigt  relateras  de  olika  tolkningar,  som  förekommit. 

"The  Swedes  are  determined  not  to  imagine  that  the  spate  of 
bombs  indicates  military  pre parat i ons  against  their  country.  A t the 
same  time  the  psychological  effect  of  t he  "mysteriotis"  bomfa  ing  has 
been  considerable  and  has  opened  unexpected  wells  of  speculation. 
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Unofficial  opinion  appears  to  be  pessimistic,  believing  that  the  ro- 
bots are  merely  unusual  preliminaries  to  political  demands  from  a 
neighborihg  State.  The  optimists,  however,  are  certain  that  there  is 
some  normal  explanation,  even  though  none  has  been  given  for  the  month 
of  silent  bombing  that  has  made  of  Sweden  one  vast  experimental  target 
for  an  unknown  bomber."
